T he afternoon session of the sen ate 
w as devoted largely to d iscu ssin g the 
follow ing resolution introduced by Sen­ 
ator L ew is: 


“ R esolved by the sen ate that to the 
com m ittee of h old-over sen ators ap ­ 
pointed under sen ate resolution No. 13 
o f the m il general assem bly to in v esti­ 
g a te the sta te p rinting there be added 
the p rinting com m ittee of the sen ate of 
the 14th general assem bly." 


T he concluding paragraph provides for 
the sum m oning o f w itn esses, and the 
production of all

Senator L ew is stated in ask in g for 
im m ediate consideration of his resolu­ 
tion that In n o .sta te in the union w as 
m ore m oney paid for sta te printing than 
in Colorado, and th at inasm uch as the 
scan d als attach ed to tills m atter have 
been so great and num erous, he felt a 
thorough in vestigation 
of 
the 
m atter 
should be m ade. Senator R ush pointed 
out th a t there w ere law s in force now 
about sta te prin tin g w hich w ere fla­ 
gran tly violated 
by sta te officials in 
m ak in g their reports. H e referred par­ 
ticu larly to the reports of the state 
board of health, and tile sta te labor 
com m issioners, both of w hich co n ta in ­ 
ed a few hundred pages in excess of the 
num ber w arranted by law . Said he: "I 
do n ot know that w e are running a bu­ 
reau for the purpose of expounding any 
persons view s, but these reports would 
in d icate otherw ise."

Governor’s Appointments. 


PASSED SECOND READING 


D enver, F eb. 3.—The 
sen ate 
today 
p assed the eight-h ou r law' on second 
readirig w ith out a d issen tin g vote, and 
the m easure w ill soon be returned to 
them for third reading. 
T he discussion 
o f the bill occupied the atten tion of the 
upper house during practically the en- 
tie day, and at tim es it took a, vey wide 
range. A s it fin ally passed it is "An act 
to regulate the hours of em p loym ent In 
underground m in es and ■workings, sm el­ 
ters, ch lorination orcyan ld eorered u ction 
w orks and b last furnaces and to provide 
p en alties for the violation th ereof.” The 
sen ate also adopted the Seldoinridge res­ 
olutions providing for a com m ittee to 
in v estigate the flat tax collection under 
the lust adm in istration . 


In tlie house the Frew en . resolution 
providing for a com m ittee ‘to in v esti­ 
gate the D enver fire and police and pub­ 
lic w orks boards lost after a spirited 
debate, during w hich som e cau stic re­ 
m arks w ere passed b etw een the an ti- 
W olcott and W olcott m em bers. 
R ep­ 
resen tative B reckenridge of R io Grande 
w as particularly bitter in his rem arks 
a t the W olcott men. 
H e claim ed that 
the resolution 
which 
w as introduced 
by Frew en, the W olcott leader, w as a 
slin g a t the com m ittee which in v esti­ 
gated election frauds. 
He w as tired of 
such th in gs and declared that it w as 
h is desire to rise above p o l i t i e s while 
he w as in the house. 


Election of Senators. 


One of the principal bills w hich will 
com e before th is assem b ly w as th at 
introduced by S enator R ush today and 
has for its ob ject the selection of a 
United S ta tes senator by as near the 
direct vote of the people as p ossible. 
It provides th at at their sta te con ven ­ 
tions, each p arty shall nom inate five 
persons eligib le for the U nited S tates 
senate, and such n om inations sh all be 
treated by all officials th e sam e as any 
other candidate, and shall be voted for 
in tlie sam e m anner as the electors’ 
choice for an y other office. 
The bill 
provides for the ca n v a ssin g of the vote 
by the election board, 
the board of 
county com m issioners and 
the 
statu 
board of can vassers, and that the re­ 
su lt of the vote shall be tran sm itted to 
the succeed ing general assem bly. 
The 
bill then m akes it im p erative th at each 


above noted w as 
adopted. 
A 
large 
num ber o f bills w ere introduced, and 
the sen ated adjourned until tom orrow 
m orning at 10 o’clock. 


House Session. 


The house had hardly begun its day's 
work th is m orning w hen R epresentative 
Frew en called up his resolution of y es­ 
terday p roviding for the in vestigation of 
th e 
D en ver boards. 
T om pkins 
se­ 
cured th e floor and opposed the resolu­ 
tion. 
H e 
had 
confidence 
enough 
in 
G overnor Peabody to b elieve that that 
execu tive w ould lim it an y w rongs that 
m igh t ex ist. 
Gobin of Otero w as in fa ­ 
vor of th e resolution. 
He th ought the 
people of 
the sta te 
w anted 
to know 
about th ese charges, esp ecially those 
relatin g to the board's conduct during 
the recent election, and held th at we 
m ust h ave an h onest ballot or the com ­ 
m ittee w as not satisfacto ry . 
Dolph of 
E l Paso favored in vestigation w herever 
it w as needed. 
H e did not think an 
in vestigation should be started here u n ­ 
til the suprem e court had passed on the 
R ush bill. 
If it upholds the m easure, 
politics w ill be 
taken 
en tirely aw ay 
from the board, and if it does not uphold 
it, he felt th at G overnor Peabody would 
act. 
H e w as of the opinion that if an 
in vestigation w as had, and fraud w as 
proved, th e D em ocratic 
county com ­ 
m ission ers of A rapahoe county would 
appoint jurors w ho w ould w hitew ash 
the w hole 
business. 
R epresentative 
S tubbs of A rapahoe, did not think that 
th e legislatu re had any au thority in 
such a m atter. 
H e th ough t it tim e for 
th e F ou rteen th general assem bly to get 
down to b usiness. 
Frew en, the author 
of the resolution, said that Mr. Stubbs 
w as afraid Of an in vestigation , to which 
Stubbs replied: 
"W hy don't you call 
for an in v estigation of the D enver city 
postoffiee?" 
F rew en supported his res­ 
olution and held th at the legislatu re 
should 
in v estig a te 
these boards ju st

ficials. 


Breckenridge’s Indignation.

A fter the sen ate had disposed of the 
Seldom ridge resolutions 
by 
adopting 
them , it w en t in to the com m ittee of the 
w hole on th e eight-h ou r law s. 
There 
w ere tw o bills of th is nature before the 
com m ittee. 
One by Senator M oore and 
another by Senator K enn ed y. T he con 
stitu tion al com m ittee of the sen ate had 
refused to recom m end either bill, be 
in g desirous th at the sen ate should set­ 
tle w hich of the tw o should be adopted. 
T he discussion took a w ide range. Som e 
of the m em bers w ished to include ce­ 
m ent w orks and all w ere desirous of 
exclu ding the sm all stam p m ills. I t w as 
th e desire of th e sen ators to so shape 
th e 
bill as 
to 
include 
on ly 
those 
branches of m in in g and sm eltin g in d u s­ 
try as are ab solu tely Injurious to the 
health of the w orkm en. 
A fter an all 
d a y ’s consideration, the follow in g m eas­ 
ure w as finally passed. 
It is n ot the 
Moore m easure; neither is it th e K en ­ 
nedy m easure, but it is a com prom ise 
betw een the tw o, and w ill bear Sena­ 
tor M oore’s nam e: 


“Be it en acted by th e general assem ­ 
bly of the sta te o f Colorado; 


“Section 1. 
T he period of em p loy­ 
m ent in underground m ine w orkings, 
sm elters, chlorination or cyan id e ore re­ 
duction w orks and b last fu rn aces shall 
not exceed eigh t hours in an y 24 hours, 
excep t in cases of em ergen cy w here life 
or property is in im m inent danger, and 
em ploym ent in said w orks is hereby de­ 
clared to be injurious to h ealth and d an ­ 
gerous to life and limb. 


“Sec. 2. 
A ny person or persons, firm, 
co-partnership, com pany or corporation 
violatin g any o f th e p rovisions o f sec­ 
tion 1 o f th is a ct shall be deem ed gu il­ 
ty of a m isdem eanor, and upon con vic­ 
tion thereof, shall be fined In a sum o f 
not less than $160 nor m ore th an $250, 
or be im prisoned in the cou n ty ja il not 
m ore than 90 d ays or by both su ch fine 
and im prisonm ent. 
E very d ay’s v iola­ 
tion shall co n stitu te a sep arate offense. 


“Sec. 3. 
J u stices o f th e peace shall 
h ave jurisdiction over a n y offense u n ­ 
der this act, su b ject to the right of ap ­ 
peal a s provided for in ca ses of a ssu lt 
and b attery.” 


W hen the com m ittee o f th e w hole 
arose, S enator K ennedy m oved th a t the 
report o f the com m ittee be changed 
so as to su b stitu te his bill. T he m otion 
lost, and the 
com m ittee’s 
report as

THE BOUNDARY TREATY

W ashington, Feb. 3.—T here w as som e 
discussion today in the execu tive ses­ 
sion of the sen ate w ith reference to 
m aking public the treaty recen tly n ego­ 
tiated by Secretary H ay and Sir M ichael 
H erbert for a settlem ent of the A laskan 
boundary dispute. 
O w ing to the fact 
that a num ber o f articles are in French, 
it. w as decided to aw ait a translation 
before m aking the treaty public. 
The 
secretary of the sen ate w as directed to 
prepare a translation. 


A rticle I of the new treaty provides 
that the boundary line tribunal shall be 
im m ediately appointed and shall con sist 
of six im partial ju rists, three to be 
nam ed by the president of the United 
States and three by his B ritannic m aj­ 
esty. 
Ail questions m ust receive a m a­ 
jority vote of the tribunal. 
Provision 
is m ade for the appointm ent of other 
jurist« to till vacancies and for officers 
of the tribunal, including scientific: e x ­ 
perts and agents. 


A rticle li provides that a w ritten or 
printed case of the tw o parties, and 
other 
docum ents, correspondence and 
evidence shall be subm itted to the two 
parties within tw o m onths of the e x ­ 
change of the ratifications of this treaty. 
T w o m onths afterw ard the counter case 
m ay be subm itted, but 
the 
tribunal 
m ay extend the tim e if it so desires. 


A rticle HI provides th at the tribunal 
shall consider in the sottlem et t of the 
question subm itted tu its decision the 
treaty betw een Great B ritain and R us­ 
sia of 1SU5 and the treaty betw een the 
United S tates and R ussia of M arch 30, 
IS67, and "particularly articles 3, 4 and 
.' of the first-m entioned treaty. 
The 
original tex t of these articles is given in 
French. 
In the 
treaty 
betw een the 
U nited S ta tes and R ussia, articles 3 and 
4 of 
the 
A nglo-R u ssian 
treaty are 
quoted as describing the line of cie- 
m arkation betw een the R ussian and tile 
B ritish possessions. T hese articles read 
as follow s: 


"4—H is m ajesty, the em peror of all 
the R ussias, agrees 
to 
cede to the 
U nited S tates, by this convention, im ­ 
m ed iately upon the exchange of ratifi­ 
cations thereof, all the territories and 
dom inions now possessed by his said 
m ajesty on the continent of A m erica, 
and in the adjacent Islands, th e sam e 
being contained w ithin the geographical 
lim its herein set forth, to-w it: The ea st­ 
ern lim it is the line of dem arkation b e­ 
tw een the R ussian and B ritish p osses­ 
sions in Nor til A m erica as established 
bv the convention betw een R ussia and 
G reat B ritain of February 28 (16th), 
1825. and described in articles 3 and 4 
of th is said convention in the follow ­ 
ing term s: 


“ 'C om m encing from the southernm ost 
point of the island called P rince of 
W ales island, w hich point lies in a par­ 
allel of 54 degrees 40 m inutes north la ti­ 
tude, and betw een the 131st and 133d 
degree o f w est longitude (m eridian of 
G reenw ich), the said line shall ascend 
to the north alon g the channel called 
Portland channel as far as the point of 
con tin en t where it strik es the 56th d e­ 
gree of north latitude; from th is la st- 
m entioned point the line of dem arkation 
shall follow the sum m it of the m oun­ 
tain s parallel to the coast as far as the 
point o f intersection of the 141st degree 
of w est longitude (of the sam e m erid­ 
ian), and follow from th e said point of 
in tersection the said m eridian line of 
th e 141st degree in its prolongation as 
far as the frozen ocean.' 


"Article IV —W ith reference to the 
line of dem arkation laid down in the 
preceding article, it is understood: 
1. 
T h at th e island called Prince o f W ales 
island shall belong w holly to Russia, 
'now by this cession 
to 
the 
U nited 
S tates.) 


“2. T hat w henever the sum m it of the 
m ou ntains w hich extend in a direction 
parallel to the coast from the 56th d e­ 
gree of n oith latitud e to the point of 
intersection w ith th e 141st d ecree of 
w est longitude, shall prove to be a t the 
d istance of m ore than 10 m arine leagues 
from th e ocean, the lim it betw een the 
B ritish p o ssession s 
and the 
line 
of 
coast w hich is to b elong to R u ssia as 
above m entioned, (th a t is to say, th e 
lim it to the p ossession s ceded by this 
con ven tion ) shall be form ed b y a line 
parallel to th e w in d in g o f the coast, and 
w hich shall n ever exceed the distance 
o f 10 m arir.e leagues th erefrom .” 


The above description is fu rth er ex­ 
plained by A rticle IV of the older trea ty 
w hich is in French in the la te st nego­ 
tiation s, and another clause of the new 
trea ty says: 


"The tribunal shall 
also tak e into 
consideration an y action of the several 
governm en ts or o f their resp ective rep­ 
resen ta tiv es p relim inary or subsequent 
to the conclusion o f sa.id treaties, so far 
as the sam e ten d s to show the original 
and effectiv e und erstan d in g 
of 
the 
p arties in resp ect to the lim its o f their 
several 
territorial ju risd ictions under 
and by virtue o f the p rovision s of said 
treaty." 


A rticle V I provides as follow s: 
" R eferring to articles 3, 4 and 5 of 
the said trea ty o f 1825, the said tribunal 
shall a n sw er and decide the follow ing 
questions:

tee and the house. 
In view of the fore­ 
going we recommend that the clerk of tho

action as the law and the facts w arrant." 


The m inority report, after reciting that

PEACE CLAIMS AND WAR CLAIMS. 


A 
VERY 
INTERESTING diplomatic 
question 
has 
arisen in regard to the Venezuelan claims which 
is quite outside of the original dispute. 


As a precedent to the withdrawal of the blockade and 
the formal opening of the arbitration case. Germany, 
Great Britain and Italy are insisting that their claims 
shall be regarded as preferred, that is to say that they 
shall be settled in advance of those of other nations. The 
basis of this claim is that the three powers have gone to 
the expense of a naval demonstration and blockade, and 
that their claims should be settled first. 


As against any nation that had neglected to press its 
claims or had refused to take part in the collection by 
force, this demand would seem to be a reasonable one. 
But it happens in this case that certain powers, notably 
France, have already put their claims through the court 
of arbitration, and the terms of settlement have already 
been embodied in a treaty between France and Venezuela. 
In other words these nations have already secured some­ 
thing like a regular judgment against Venezuela In the 
courts, and it is now proposed to give the blockading 
nations the preference over those that have settled their 
claims peacefully. 


Naturally there is a protest from France, and the 
natural conclusion of impartial men must be that if the 
position taken by the allies is sustained, it will be a 
strong influence in favor of war rather than arbitration 
in the settlement of international disputes. 


As a matter of justice Germany and her allies ought 
to be well satisfied to accept a settlement after France 
and the peaceful nations have been paid, and they are 
getting more than they deserve if their claims are all put 


do an equal level without regard to priority or precedence.

You find all the greatness of the 
mighty Pritchard, Siddons, Cushman 
and the rest looming up between you 
and the part you are studying.

and their “business,” their reading of 
certain 
lines—Siddons- “We 
fail! 
Cushman's “Give me the daggers:" go 
whirling through your brain. You feel 
smaller and smaller, and, worst of all, 
these great traditions are frightening 
you away from Shakespeare's Lady 
Macbeth. 
You forget you have the 
same material to build with that they 
had—Shakespeare's own words; that 
you have the right to construe those 
words according to the best effort ot 
your 
God-given 
intellect—and 
very 
often custom is 
too

STRONG MOVEMENT has been organized in this 
city to assist in securing protection for Colorado 
gaflie.

OUR NEW AND OLD LANDED ARISTOCRACY. 


(By Pliineas Fletcher.) 


The possessions of the extremely rich which now per­ 
haps excite most envy among their less fortunate fellow be­ 
ings are the baronial country 
homes and 
magnificent 
estates which in recent years have become so marked a 
feature of American life. The great town house is ac­ 
cepted as a matter of course; and so of the luxurious yachts, 
the private railroad cars, which no longer attract even scant 
attention, together with all the other evidences of vast 
wealth. But in the case of the broad acres, extending over 
immense areas of territory, some preserved purposely wild 
as nature formed tnem, others embellished with all the 
embroidery of modern landscape art, the whole forming a 
gorgeous setting for mansions, many of them feudal in 
their stately proportions, the popular sentiment is different. 
That one man should possess so much of the beautiful in 
nature, that he should wall it all in so that no one may enter 
there without his permission, gives birth to more or less 
bitter thoughts of inequality, of oppressive governmental 
and social conditions, which transfer to the few so large 
a proportion of the earnings of the many. 


It is true that from the first settlement of America there 
have been in every section of the country great landed prop­ 
erties. In Maryland there were the lords of 
Baltimore. 
New York had the patroons. William Penn's rule extended 
over vast domains in the state that bears his name. In Vir­ 
ginia and other southern colonies were hundreds of lunded 
proprietors w ho measured their plantations in square miles. 
But between all these vast tracts of tho olden time and the 
country estates of today there is a wide economic gulf. The 
gate keeper's lodge at the entrance of one of these new 
century estates represents a greater 
outlay 
financially 
than did many of the famous mansions of the ancient re­ 
gime, when bricks and even window sashes had to be im­ 
ported from the mother country, and skilled labor was not 
to be had in the American wilderness. Hundreds ot acres 
/.•ould then be bought for less than the site of a workingman’s 
cottage in our own times. But there is still a further dis­ 
tinction. The great landed proprietors of the past were de­ 
pendent upon the soil for a living. Only a few acres around 
their homes were devoted to ornamental purposes. All the 
rest was under cultivation, that is the relatively small por­ 
tion which had been reclaimed from the primeval forest 
after the savage Indian had been expelled and decade by- 
decade driven further and further toward the setting sun. 


A s c l a s s the old American lords of the manor, so to say, 
were in every way superior to those of the present genera­ 
tion, except in the matter of millions. In the first place 
they would justly claim the possesion of gentle descent and 
birth. The ancestral title deeds to their properties bore the 
autographs and seals of monarchs and great officers of 
at«.te. When not mere gifts flowing from imperial benlfi- 
cenee, their land grants were the rewards of distinguished 
services to the nation and the realm. These men were the 
first great expansionists of the British empire, adventurers 
and courtiers, it may be, but still the founders of great com­ 
monwealths on which in gratitude they bestowed the names 
of their royal benefactors, durable as almost time itself. 
The descendants of the gallant men who followed in the 
train of these aristocratic, dashing; pioneers became in the 
cycles of the years the most cultivated country gentlemen in 
the world. 
In the depths of the Virginian and Carolinian 
forests could be found in the eighteenth century as high a 
degree of culture as in the historic houses of Yorkshire or 
Kent, whose owners traced their lineage to the conquest of 
Norrnan William, or to periods still more remote under the 
rule of the Saxon dynasties* Many of these American land 
owners were educated at Oxford and Cambridge. They read 
the law courses of the English bar, made the tour of the con­ 
tinent, mingled in the highest social circles of foreign courts 
and in mature life became in every sense the leaders of the 
communities in which they lived. No one envied them their 
possessions, for they had been honestly acquired. 
They 
ruled in their country governments. They presided in the 
courts. They were freely chosen to make laws, and while 
they jealously conserved the privileges of their class, they, 
at the same time, sedulously guarded the rights of the peo­ 
ple, as they understood them, far better than they are pro­ 
tected in our own day, by the men whose sworn duty it is 
to do so. 


It m ay be that a t .the end of some generations w e shall 
have a revival, as it were ,of the older social conditions so 
far a s th e rich country land owners are concerned; in other 
words, that their descendants may acquire that popular 
confidence which is withheld from themselves. Time has a 
softening Influence. The sins of the father or grandfather 
are not stored up against those who succeed them, unless 
the wrong, the injustice, or whatever It may be termed, is 
also perpetuated- 
When that is the case It requires no 
D roohet to predict what the end will be. 


Thinks Tom Reed W as a Narrow Man. 


Neither you nor I believes in the 
flattering old theory of "village Hamp- 
dens, or muto, inglorious Miltons." In 
our country, and in our day, at all 
events, the man “gets what is coming 
to him,”—his failure is due to himself, 
and his success is of his own making; 
in either cas„ circumstances can but 
collaborate. 
When a largely-gifted 
and fitly trained man fails, it is always 
worth while asking why. 


In tho first place, then, Reed was es­ 
sentially narrow. 
The evil as well 
as the good of his Puritan ancestry 
came down to him, but it was a dis­ 
tinct evil that he could see only one 
side of a question. 
His famous state­ 
ment that the worst possible Repub­ 
lican was better than the best imagin­ 
able Democrat was not lightly made. 
It was his creed. 
Now, as a creed it 
may be good or bad; the point is not 
there. 
The man who consciously lim­ 
its his horizon is weak. 
It is all very 
well for a horse to wear blinders; he 
will trot along a crowded street quite 
undisturbed by sights to right and 
left; but the driver must be able to. 
look about him. 
fteed was a wheel- 
horse of his party. 
The immense ser­ 
vice he performed for his country was 
partisan service, in the first place, and 
national only in what the philosophers 
call the second intention. 
The poli­ 
tician in his outclassed the statesman. 
His cynical remark, that “ a statesman 
is merely a dead politician,” is an un­ 
conscious revelation of self. 


When Reed was first talked of for 
the presidency, he was asked if. he 
thought that the party would put him 
in nomination. 
His reply was: — 


“They might do worse,—and I think 
they will.”— (Vance Thompson, in the 
February Success. 


Fear of Being Thought “Queer.-’ 
The fear of being thought peculiar 
prevents a great many 
people from 
reaching the limit of their possibilities. 
These people can 
endure 
unmerited 
blame and even calumny with fortitude. 
They are patient under great trials, and 
are not afraid to face difficulties, noble 
in many ways, and weak, perhaps, only 
in this one point. Fear of ridicule, of 
being thought different from other peo­ 
ple, appears to be the one vulnerable 
spot in their armor. They seem unable 
to rid themselves of the idea that they 
excite comment everywhere because of 
their supposed peculiarities.

At this 
time the land office refused to accept 
the payment for two reasons. The first 
was that the process of patenting had 
been so long delayed, and the other was 
the failure of the company to perform 
$500 worth of work on each claim as 
was then required and is now. 
Pre­ 
vious to 1899, $500 worth of work 
would patent an entire group, but the 
land office made a ruling that that 
amount of work must be performed 
upon each claim. At this time a ruling 
was passed compelling patent proceed­ 
ings to be pushed and not delayed as 
they had been. The property for which 
Mr. Helm now holds receiver’s receipt 
consists of 
80.774 
acres on Grouse 
mountain.

McDonald intended to sleep a lit­ 
tle longer and turned over and paid no 
more attention to them unti! he heard the' 
shot. 
This frightened him and he jumped 
out of bed with a bound and imm ediately' 
opened the door and began to dress' him ­ 
self. 
Soon a crowd had gathered in the 
room and he was arrested by Policeman 
Birdsall and taken to the county jail. 


The coroner's jury decided it w*as a plain 
case of suicide and McDonald was re­ 
leased immediately.

Kinsen's first patient was an engineer of 
Copenhagen, Niels Morgensen, who, for 
eight years since the lupus declared itself, 
had vainly tried whatever science could 
suggest for his relief.

W ithin six 
m onths N iels Morgansen w as fvee from 
his disease, and Finsen had done what 
doctors and surgeons would have laughed 
at as a mad im possibility—he had cured a 
case of lupus with some blue w ater and a

Washington, Feb. t—Propositions in- 
volving a compromise of the allied pow- 
ers' contention for preferential treat- 
ment in the settlement of their claims 
against Venezuela have been submitted 
to the governments of Great Britain, 
.Germany and Italy by their representa- 
tives at Washington, and while no an- 
swers .have been received as yet, there 
is reason for the belief that the allies 
will see a way to accept the latest 
proposition. This compromise has been 
suggested by one of the representatives 
.01 the allies here, and while It has not 
formally received the indorsement of 
AJinister Bowen. it is felt he will not 
enter serious objection to its adoption 
provided the United' States and wther 
claimant nations outside the alliance 
can be convinced that their own in- 
terests in Venezuela will not be sub- 
stantially injured by yielding to a plan 
1 -which seems to offer a solution of the 


present serious hitch In the Washington 
negotiations. The details of the propo- 
sition now under consideration by the 
three allied nations are not obtainable, 
but In a general way It is understood to 
•oe a modification of the allies' conten- 
tion that they be recognized as Venez- 
uela's preferred claimants In the pay- 
ment of the indemnity. The plan sug- 
gested provides that for a short period, 
perhaps six months or a year, Great 
•Britain, Germany and Italy shall re- 
.ceive exclusively 30 per cent, of the cus- 
toms receipts of the ports-of Puerto Ca- 
bello and La Guayra, and that at the 
end of this period, the exact length of 
which is yet open'to decision, all.the 
claimant nations be placed on the same 
footing, and at the expiration of that 
time the 30 per cent, of the receipts of 
these two ports be divided among all 


the claimant nations in ratio based on 
the amount of each nation's claim. 


The plan is regarded as a compromise 


which will enable the allies to withdraw 
their ships from Venezuelan waters 
without a serious loss of. prestige. 


Whether the claimant nations outside 
the tripartite agreement will assent to 
this scheme is not yet known. The 
British ambassador called by appoint- 
ment on Secretary Hay this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, and it.is believed that some 
such plan as this was under discussion, 
the British ambassador wishing to ac- 
quaint himself with the exact attitude 
of the United States regarding Lord 
Lansijowne's contention for the prefer- 
ential agreement for the allies.

prevent Its acceptance by the other 
claimant nations. 


Mr. Bowen has been assured that 


the representatives of the allies here 
will give him a final answer at the 
earliest possible moment.

BOWEN HAS REJECTED 


A COUNTER PROPOSITION 


•By Aasaclated Press. 


.Washington, Feb. 
2.—Herbert 
W 


Bowen, Venezuela's representative 
in 


the negotiations at Washington for a 
settlement of the claims against that 
country, has sent, through the British 
ambassador here, what amounts prac- 
tically to an ultimatum to the allied 
powers of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy, regarding their insistence 
for 


preferential treatment in the 
settle- 


.ment of their claims against Venezue- 
la, ^ This note, which the British am- 
bassador received 
shortly 
before 
9 
o'clock tonight, was cabled at once to 
London, copies of It being transmit- 
ted to the Italian and German embas- 
sies for transmission to Rome and Ber- 
lin. 


It is a reply to the proposition sub- 


mitte'd at a joint conference of the 
negotiators this afternoon by the Brit- 
ish ambassador urging that the allied 
powers be allowed two-thirds 
of 30 


per cent of the custom receipts of the 
.ports of La Guayra and Puerto 
Ca- 


bello, and that the United States and 
the other claimant 
nations, France, 


Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Spain and 
Norway and Sweden, content 
them- 


selves with the remaining one-third of 
this percentage, that is, ten per cent 
of the receipts of these two ports. 


In the note received by the British 
ambassador from Mr. Bowen tonight 
the latter refuses point blank the prop- 
osition for a 20 and 10 per cent dlvi- 
Bion on the ground that to recognize 
the principle it embodies would be ab- 
polutely offensive to modern civiliza- 
Jtion. In view of the fact that the ne- 
gotiators are agreed on all save the 
question of preferential treatment, the 
ambassador. Is Informed that Venezuela 
has decided to submit the-question to 
jThe Hague arbitration tribunal. The 
Acceptance of this proposition, Venezue- 
la contends, carries with it a raising of 
the .blockade, the general understand- 


ing being that the blockade would end 
when the negotiators at Washington 
had reached an agreement. 


It is understood that In refusing the 


last proposition submitted by the Brit- 
ish ambassaddr on behalf of the al- 
lies, Mr. Bowen takes the ground that 
he cannot accept In principle the con- 
tention, that blockades and bombard- 
ments of forts and the consequent kill- 
Ing of helpless men,, women and chil- 
dren, entitle any power or alliance of 
powers to preferential treatment at the 
hands of a civilized nation. It is claim- 
ed that should the peace powers and 
the blockading powers agree to such 
a principle they would incorporate in 
the law of nations a doctrine in con- 
flict with the tenets of all modern day 
ethics. 


Moreover Venezuela, It is said, re- 


gards the preferential demand of the 
powers as objectionable 
because 
it 


would enable the continuance of 
the 


triple alliance of Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy for a period of six years 
or more, and 
In 
accepting it, Ven- 


ezuela would be encouraging and abet- 
ting the maintenance of hostile alliances 
against herself. The British ambassador 
Is informed in the note that Americans 
north and south want peace and not 
alliance. 


Venezuela has taken special excep- 


tion to the action of the British gov- 
ernment in initiating this last proposi- 
tion by which Great Britain can hold 
fast to Germany and Italy In 
their 


alliance against Venezuela until 
the 


ast cent of the claim is paid. 
The 


prediction is made In her response that 
surprise and regret of the keenest sort 
will be felt throughout the Americas 
when it Is known that Great Britain 
las even proposed continuing her pres- 
ent alliance with Germany and Italy 
one moment longer than is necessary, 
practically in view of her previous rep- 
resentations to the effect that she was 
anxious to end the Venezuelan dispute 


and call off the alliance at the earliest 
possible time. 


In suggesting that the question 
of 


preferential payment be referred to The 
Hague, It Is understood that Mr. Bowen 
does so in view of the fact that 
the 


question .is the only one that remains 
in«dispute. The allies are advised that 
Venezuela is desirous that all negotia- 
tions shall stand by what had been al- 
ready agreed on. 


The British ambassador declined to- 


night to 
make public the text ofl the 


note addressed to him as It is In reality 
a note to the allied powers, but it be- 
came known that it was along the lines 
heretofore set forth and concluded with 
an appeal for justice to The, Hague tri- 
bunal regarding the contention of the 
allies for preferential payment and an 
assertion that such action carried with 
it the raising of the blockade. 
Some 


significance may attach to the 
note 


in view of the fact that before dis- 
patching it"to the British embassy Mr. 
Bowen was. in conference with Secre- 
tary Hay.

Whether the allies will accept 
as 


final what Mr. Bowen has had to say 
or will assume a conciliatory attitude 
and ask, as has been suggested both 
by Mr. Bowen and by the representa- 
tives of the allies in this city, for prefer- 
ential treatment for a limited period, no 
one- In Washington feels competent to 
predict. 
The position taken by Mr. 


Bowen, It Is said, has received the in- 
dorsement of all the unsallled claim- 
ant nations, in which number is In- 
cluded the United States. 


At the Joint conference this .after- 


noon which occurred at 5 o'clock, be- 
side Mr. Bowen, the Italian and Brit- 
ish ambassadors, and the German min- 
ster, there was also present

'The citizens were taken by sur- 
prise when the announcement was made 
that troops we're ordered out and the 


' arrival' of the 'Soldiers-made the night 
one of keen-excitement, though no vio- 
leriCe of - any'kind occurred. The sol- 
diers, hpwever, were'everywhere met 
•with jeers'and hisses. 
The first- real disturbance of 
the 


evening1 occurred at the railway power 
..house in- the Brookllne district, where 
the Blues, a New Haven company, were 
stationed on'patrol. The rain of the 
early evening was followed by a thick 
fog which rendered it difficult to dis- 


' tinguish • objects half a block away. 
Taking'advantage of the fog a gang of 
hoodlums, supposed to be Polanders liv- 
ing in that neighborhood, gathered on 
'the sjdewalk across the street from the 
power .house, and threw a. volley of 
stones at empty cars which were stand- 
ing? there. The windows on one side of 
the cars;were smashed from on'e end to 
the other. Lieutenant Beebe and the 
•whole company of Blues made a dash 
for the stone throwers, but in the fog 
and darkness all escaped after a long 
chase through back yards and alleys. 
•'About this time reports of violence in 
other parts of the city began to come 
in, the'fog evidently suiting the pur- 
poses of the rioters and hindering the 
efforts, of the guardsmen. 
Every car 
that came into the center of the city 
between 9 and 10 o'clock had been at- 
tacked by . stone throwers. 
The cars 


were damaged in many places and some 
of, the motormen and guardsmen had 
narrow escapes, from- injury. It was 
extremely difficult for the men on the 
cars to locate the source of the stone 
throwing, and. escape for the rioters 
wks easy in the fog. One arrest was 
made near the High school building, 
•where some militiamen are quartered. 
A, man was found tampering with a 
dwltch and was locked up.

FRENCH TROOPS ARE TO

The' sitting was chief- 
ly noticeable for the check sustained by 
the minister of war, General Andre, and 
the budget committee over an amend- 
ment providing for an Increase in the 
credits of $240,000 for the purpose of sup- 
plying the 
troops with wine. This 


amendment. In spite of the opposition 
of General Andre and the committee, 
was adopted by 322 votes to 213. The 
main argument of the proposer of the 
amendment was that the campaign in 
China proved that soldiers supplied with 
wine showed more endurance than those 
.who only drank water. Another amend- 
ment to increase the credits by $1,000,000 
in order to improve the soldiers' rations 
also was adopted by 387 votes against 
160. 
After the passage of several pro- 


visions of the army budget further dis- 
cussion was postponed and the house 
adjourned.

About 25 were present last night to as- 


slHt In the launching of the Colorado Fish 
and Game Protective Society of Colorado 
Springs and what was lacking In num- 
bers was made up In a measure by the en- 
thusiasm of those present. 


The meeting was called to order by H. 


Strang, who was elected temporary chair- 
man at a preliminary meeting held a few 
weeks ago,- In the chair, and Wlllam Fitts, 
acting as temporary secretary. 
After 


stating the purpose of the meeting Mr. 
Strang called for the election of a board 
of trustees nnd P. B. Stewart, Judge Ira 
Harris, S. E. Monk, John W. Garrett, 
Prof. Ls A. E. Ahler» and D. McAffree 
warte unanimously elected. 


These six gentlemen will terve for the 


coming year. 
After moving that the 


names of these trustees be placed in the 
articles oC the Incorporation when they 
were filed with the secretary of state, the 
reading of the by-laws as framed by the 
committee-appointed several weeks ago, 
followed.. After some discussion over the 
provisions contained In the by-laws they 
were passed subject to a few more changes 
whlch.-sbould be made"by the officers after 
conferring with the two similar societies 
now organized In Denver and 
Pueblo. 


There was some objection raised to the 
present name of the local society on ac- 
count of the fact that ther* is already a 
society organized among the shooters, of 
about 14-years standing which.

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


PASSED SECOND READING 


Denver, Feb. 3.—The senate 
today 
passed the eight-hour law on second 
readlrtg without a'dissenting vote, find 
the measure will soon be returned to 
them for third reading. The discussion 
of the bill occupied the attention of the 
jpper house during practically the en- 
tie day, and at times It took a vey wide 
range. As it finally passed it is "An act 
.o regulate the hours of employment In 
underground mines and -workings, smel- 
ers, chlorlnatlon orcyanldeorereduction 
ivorks and blast furnaces and to provide 
penalties for the violation thereof." The 
senate also adopted the Seldomrldge res- 
olutions providing for a committee to 
investigate the flat tax collection under 
the last administration. 


In the house the Frewen tresolution 


providing for a committee 'to investi- 
gate the Denver fire and police and pub- 
ic works boards lost after a spirited 
debate, during which some caustic re- 
marks were passed between the antl- 
Wolcott and Wolcott members. Rep- 
esentatlve Breckenrtdge of Rio Grande 
was particularly bitter in his remarks 
at the Wolcott men. He claimed that 
:he resolution which was Introduced 
by Frewen, the Wolcott leader, was a 
sling at the committee which investi- 
gated election frauds. He was tired of 
such things and declared that It was 
ils desire to rise above politics while 
B was In the house. 
Election of Senators. 


One of the principal bills which will 
come before this assembly was that 
Introduced by Senator Rush today and 
lias for Its object the selection of a 
United States senator by as near the 
direct vote of the people as possible. 
It provides that at their state conven- 
tions, each party shall, nominate five 
persons eligible for the United States 
senate, and such nominations shall be 
treated by all officials the same as any 
other candidate, and shall be voted for 
n the same manner, as the electors' 
choice for any -other; office. 
The bill

impeachment and he shall be expelled 
from the house or senate as the case 
may be, and such member shall there- 
after be ineligible to hold any public 
office within the gift of the people.of 
the state." , 
The Eight-Hour Law. 


After the senate had disposed- of the 


Seldomrldge resolutions by 
adopting 


them, It went into the committee of the 
whole on the eight-hour laws. There 
were two bills of this nature before the 
committee. One by Senator Moore and 
another by Senator Kennedy. The con- 
stitutional committee of the senate had 
refused to recommend either bill, be- 
ing desirous that the senate should set- 
tle which of the two should be adopted. 
The discussion took a wide range. Some 
of the members wished to include ce- 
ment works and all were desirous of 
excluding the small stamp mills.

It-Is not the 
Moore measure; neither Is It the Ken- 
nedy measure, but It is a compromise 
between the two, and will bear Sena- 
tor Moore's name: 


"Be it enacted by the general 'assem- 
bly of the state of Colorado: 

The period of employ- 
ment in underground mine workings, 
smelters, chlorination orcyanlde ore re- 
duction works and blast furnaces shall 
not exceed eight hours in any 24 hours,

Any person or persons, firm, 
co-partnership, company or corporation 
violating any of the-provisions of sec- 
tion 1 of this act shall be deemed guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor; and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be fined in a sum of 
not less than $150 nor'more than $250 
or be Imprisoned in the county jail nol 
more than 90 days or by .both such-fine 
and Imprisonment. Every day's viola- 
tion shall constitute a separate offense 


"Sec. 3. Justices of the peace shal 
have jurisdiction over any offense un- 
der this act, subject to the right of ap- 
peal as provided for In cases of assult 
and battery." 
When the committee of the whole 
arose, Senator Kennedy moved that the 
report of the committee be changed 
BO as to substitute his bill. The motion 
lost, and the committee's report as

above noted was 
adopted. A large 
number of bills were introduced, and 
the senated adjourned until tomorrow 
morning at 10 o'clock. 
House Session. 


The house had hardly begun its day's 


work this morning when Representative 
Frewen called Up his resolution of yes- 
terday providing for the investigation of

THE BOUNDARY TREATY

Washington, Feb. 3.—^There was some 
discussion today In thi executive se»- 
lon of the senate .with reference to 
making puhllc the treaty recently nego- 
lated by Secretary Hay and Sir Michael 
Jerbert for a settlement of the Alaskan 
Boundary dispute. Owing to the fact 
hat a number of articles are In French, 
t was decided to await a translation 
before making,the tre4ty public. The 
secretary of the senate was directed to 
prepare a translation. 


Article I of the new treaty provides 
hat the boundary line tribunal shall be 
mmedlately appointed and shall consist 
of six impartial jurists, three to be 
lamed by the president of the United 
States and three by his Britannic maj- 
esty. All questions must receive a ma- 
orlty vote of the tribunal. Provision 
s made for the appolntnient of other 
uriHtH to fill vacancies and for officers 
of the tribunal, including scientific ex- 
perts and agents. 


Article II provides that a written or 
printed case of the t\Vo parties, and 
other documents, correspondence and 
evidence shall be submitted to the two 
parties within two. months of the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this treaty. 
Two months afterwai-d fne counter case 
may be submitted, but the tribunal 
may extend the time if It so desires. 
Article III provides that the tribunal 


shall consider in the settlement of the 
question submitted to its decision the 
treaty between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia of 1825 and the treaty between the 
United States and Russia of March 30, 
1867, and "particularly articles 3, 4 and 


of the first-mentioned treaty. 
The 


original text of these articles is given in 
French. In the treaty between the 
United States and Russia, articles 3 and 
4 ot 
the 
Anglo-Russian 
treaty are 


quoted as describing the line of de- 
markatlon between the Russian and the 
British possessions. These articles read 
as follows: ' 
4—His majesty, the emperor of all 
the Russlas, agrees 
to cede to the 
United States, by this convention, im- 
mediately upon the excnange of ratifi- 
cations thereof, all the territories and 
dominions now possessed' by his said 
majesty on the continent of America, 
and in the adjacent Islands, the same 
being contained within the geographical 
limits herein set forth, to-wlt:'The east- 
ern limit is the line of demarkatlon be- 
tween the Russian and British posses- 
sions in North America as established 
bv the convention between Russia and 
Great Britain of February 28 (16th), 
1825, and described in articles 3 and 4 
of this said convention in the follow- 
ing terms: 
'Commencing from the southernmost 


point of the Island called Prince of 
Wales Island, which point lies in a par- 
allel of 64 degrees 40 minutes north lati- 
tude, and between the 131st and 133d 
degree of west longitude (meridian of 
Greenwich), the said line shall ascend 
to the north along the channel called

LESSLER BRIBERY CHARGES

\Vushlngton, Feb./3.—The house commlt- 
Q on naval affairs today reported to 
ho house Its findings In the matter of 
lie investigation of the Lcssler bribery 
barges. A minority report signed by 
Representatives Kitchen, (Dem., N. C.,) 
('andiver, (Dem., M.,) and Roberts, (Rep., 
Mass.,) was also submitted. 


The full committee on Investigation to* 
ay also took up the report submitted' by 
he committee of which Mr. Foss was 
chairman, and which has been charged; 
with the preparation of the findings'for 
he committee. Two hours were given 
o Its consideration during which time 
here was much discussion as to the form 
be findings should take. 
On the final vote on the adoption of'the) 


report as a whole Representatives Kitch- 
en. (N. C.,) Mudd, (Md.,) and Roberts, 
Mass.,) voted present: 
Representative! 


Vandiver, (Mo.,) voted In the negative^ h* 
giving an explanation for so voting. 
There was a desire on the part of Boma 


members to make the findings more sweep* 
ng in some respects. The majority re- 
port, after reciting .the resolution from'tha 
naval affairs committee to investigate tha 
charges of bribery, says: 


"At a meeting of the committee on naval 


affairs held Jan. 20, 1903. during the con- 
sideration of the naval appropriation bill, 
Mr. Lessler. a member of the committee, 
charged that he had been'corruptly ap- 
jroached for the purpose of influencing 
ils action respecting proposed .legislation 
providing for the purchase: of Holland 
submarine torpedo boats. , . 


"The 
committee Immediately appointed 
a sub-committee to make a preliminary 
nvestlgatlon of Mr. Lessler's charge. Tha 
following day Philip Doblin oft New York, 
appeared before the sub-committee andl 
confessed that he had so approached Mr. 
Lessler. The substance of this statement! 
mving been reported the following ' day) 
to the full committee, the-chairman was 
directed to present to the house and securd 
the adoption of the above resolution. Irt 
compliance with the direction, and author- 
ity of said resolution your committee pro- 
ceeded at once to take testimony and; • 
examine such witnesses as were believed 
to have knowledge of the subject of tha 
Inquiry. That testimony Is set out In fult 
In the appendix to this report, and In vlewi 
of the fact that ypsr committee in. this) 
report makes an explicit finding of its 
conclusions, it becomes unnecessary to 
quote from or to comment upon the evi- 
dence." 


The report briefly recites the alleged at- 


tempt of Doblin to corruptly influenca'* 
Mr. Lessler and then quotes Section 6450 
of the Revised Statutes, which makes 16 
an offense punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment for any person to make any corrupt 
proposal to any member of. either house 
of congress, also Section 5392 of the Re- 
vised Statutes relating to the giving at 
false testimony. The report continues: 


"A witness sworn by the chairman, 


In this case, who states any material mat- 
ter which he does not believe to be true 
before a committee of the house conduct- 
Ing an Investigation under the authority 
of the house commits perjury and Is liable 
to punishment therefor under Section 
5392." 
- • , • ' . . ' 


In conclusion the report "says: 
"Your committee has most 
carefully 
heard and considered the testimony taken 
before It and upon the same; has coma 
to tha following conclusions: 


"1.—That the charge made.by Mr. Lees- 


ler that an attempt had been made to cor- 
ruptly Influence his action respecting pro- 
posed legislation Is sustained by the evi- 
dence; such attempt. In the opinion o< 
the committee, having been made by ona 
Philip Doblin, on his own initiative end! 
responsibility, with the .idea, of making 
money for himself, if he should find Mr* 
Lessler corruptly approachable. 
i 


"2.—Th'at there Is no evidence, to sustain 


the charge of an'attempt by Lemuel B. 
Quigg to corruptly Influence a mernbe* 
of the committee on naval affairs respect- 
ing proposed legislation 'pending before 
said committee and" the house. • 


"3.—That there is no evidence to sustain 


the charge of an attempt by the. Holland 
Submarine Boat company or-any of its] 
agents to corruptly. lnfluence;a member o* 
tha committee on naval affairs respecting 
proposed legislation before said comfit- 
tee and the house: In view' of the fore- 
going we recommend that the clerk of.tho 
committee be directed to certify to thei 
attorney-general of the United Statea 
a copy of the testimony taken at the 
hearing with a request that he. take such 
action as the law arid the facts warrant.'* 


The minority report, after reciting that 
those signing It are unable to agree to 
all the conclusions of the majority, sayaj

The 
basis of this claim is that the three powers have gone to 
the .expense of a naval demonstration and blockade, and 
that their claims should be settled first. 


As against any nation that had neglected to press its 


claims or had refused to take part in the collection by 
force,-this demand would seem to be a reasonable one.

France, have already put their claims through the court 
of arbitration, and the terms of settlement have already 
been.embodied in a'treaty between Prance and Venezuela. 
In other words these? nations have already secured some- 
thing like a regular judgment against Venezuela in the 
courts, and it )s npw proposed to give the blockading 
nations the preference over those that have settled their 
claims peacefully.

Naturally there is a protest from France, and the 


natural conclusion of impartial men must be that if the 


• position taken by. the allies is sustained, it will be a 


strong influence in favor of war rather than arbitration 
in the settlement of international disputes..

In Vir- 
ginia and other southern colonies were hundreds of landed 
proprietors who rneiisured their plantations in square nules. 
But between all these vast tracts, of tho olden time and the 
country estates of today there Is a wide economic gulf. The 
ga.te keeper's lodge at the entrance of one of these ne\v 
century estates represents a greater outlay financially 
than <Jid inany of the famous mansions of the ancient re- 
gime, when bricks and even window sashes, had to bo im- 
ported from the mother country, and skilled labor was not 
to be had in the American wilderness. Hundreds ot ucrea 
mould then be bought for less than the site of a worklngman's 
cottage in our own times. But there Is stjll a. further dis- 
tinction. The great landed proprietors, of the past were de- 
pendent upon'the Boll for a living. Only a few acres around 
their homes were devoted to ornamental purposes. All the 
rest was under cultivation, that is the relatively small por- 
tion which had been reclaimed from the primeval forest 
after the savage Indian had been expelled and decade by 
decade driven further and further toward the setting sun. 
As'a class the old American lords of the manor, so to say, 
were in every way superior to those of the present genera- 
tion, except In the matter of millions. In the first place 
they would Justly claim tho posseslon of g'entle descent unij 
birth. The ancestral title deads to their .properties bore the 
autographs and seals of monarchs and great officers of 
stute. When'jipt mere gifts flowing from Imperial 'benlft- 
cerioe, their land grants were the rewards of distinguished 
services to the nation and the realm. These rnen were, the 
first' great expansionists of the British empire, adventurers 
and courtiers, it may be, but still the founders of great com- 
monwealths on which In gratitude they bestow.ed,th,e names 
of their royal benefactors, durable as almost time 1'tseU. 
The descendants of the galla,ht men who followed Iti the 
train of these aristocratic, dashing pioneers became In. the 
cycles of the years the rnoat cultivated country gentlemen in 
the world. In ihe depths of the Virginian .and Carolinian 
forests could be found In the eighteenth Century, aa high a 
degree of pulture as in the historic, house's, of Yorkshire or 
Kent, whose owners traced their lineage 'to the conquest pf 
Norman William, or to' periods still more remote , under the 
rule of the .Saxon dynasties,, Many ,of theses American land 
owners were educated at pxfqrd and Cambridge. They read 
the law courses of the English bar,' made tho tour of the con- 
tinent, mingled In the highest BpciaJ qircles of foreign courts 
and In mature life became; In eyery sense the leaders pf the 
communities in which they lived.

StlPERSEDEAS DENIED 


IN THE MILLER CASE 


Supreme Court Refuses to Grant Stay of Execution 


of Sentence and the Murderer of William Hun 


Will Go to the Penitentiary Today 


for Life. 


"Rex" Miller, who was sentenced sev- 


eral months ago to the penitentiary for 
life for the murder of a negro named 
William Hun in a Colorado City saloon 
in June last* will probably be taken to 
the prison at Canon City today to pass 
the remainder of his natural life. 


The supreme court yesterday refused 


to grant the supersedeas asked for by 
Miller's counsel and the effect of this 
action is practically to settle the case. 
A pardon Is the only thing now that can 
put the. air of freedom again into the 
man whp took a hiurian life because, as 
he Is quoted as saying when he fired 
the shot, "He hadn't killed a. nigger for 
quite a while." 


The trial of Millet- was one of unusual 


Interest. The persons 
needed in the 
trial, Including the 
defendant, 
were 
persons In the city for only a day or 
two, most of them being hungers-on 
with the racing stables thnn In the city. 
All the persons who could be located 
as having been In the saloon In which 
the shooting: occurred were placed under 
arrest and lodged in jail until brought 
to_the trlnl. The conviction was secured 
because the only possible defense that 
could be offered for the prisoner WBH 
that of Insanity nnd that pica did not 
find favor with the jury. 
Every effort has been made by coun- 


sel and the friends of Miller to prevent 
the execution of sentence. The last card 
has been played now, however, and hns 
failed.
